Now you can quickly 
find them all. 

When postage 
is your biggest expense you learn a lot about using it wisely. 
Zine publishers and other heavy users of the postal service will 
definitely find some useful information.

YOUR MAILING LABEL 

If you got this magazine through the mail then you should find 
a mailing code on the far right corner of your address label. 

If there’s a slash and a number then that number is the last 
issue you’re due to receive. F’instance, if the code is a star and 
a slash and the number “*/48” then this issue is the last issue 
you’re due to receive. It’s time to renew so check the subscrip¬ 
tion rates and renew your sub. 

A dot “.” indicates a Regular subscription (3rd class bulk 
mail) which takes a few weeks to get to you. 

A star “ * ” indicates a Friend subscription; 1 st class mail sent 
in an envelope with expedited delivery and you also qulaify for 
some cool perks. 

An exclamation point “! ” means that you’re on the comp list 
and you’ve got nothing to worry about. 

“C” means you’re a contributor to F5. You have work in this 
issue or the last. Contributors get two consecutive issues each 
time their work is used. 

“X” means that we have a pre-arranged magazine trade. If 
there’s a number then the exchange is due to run out after that 
issue unless I hear from you. 

“L” means that you’re a lifetime subscriber. You were kind 
enough to give money to Mike Gunderloy in his time of need so 
I’ll continue the tradition. All lifetime subscriptions are sent out 
bulk rate cuz it’s all I can afford at this time. Lifetime 
subscriptions are no longer offered. Supporters are encouraged 
to subscribe at the F5 Friend rate. 

“S” means you’re getting a free sample copy of Factsheet 
Five. Take a look at it and please subscribe. Remember, 
libraries and other institutions are required to subscribe at the 
Friend rate.

The Regular rate delivers your issue using slow third class 
bulk mail. The Friend rate deserves special treatment like 
immediate handling, first class mailing in a protective envelope, _ 
and my eternal gratitude. Friend delivery is about a month 
quicker than Regular delivery, which is important in this world 
of ephemeral publications and short press runs. The extra 
distance air rate is for all the really far places like Asia, Africa, 
and the Pacific Rim. Please specify desired starting issue for 
all subsrciptions. 

Cash is always preferred. We also accept checks or money 
orders drawn in U.S. funds (payable to Factsheet Five). I am 
happy to accept bank notes from any country at the current rate 
of exchange (especially if it looks really cool with lots of color). 

A new privilege of F5 Friends is the quick-n-easy zine 
exchange. F5 friends can send $2.90 for postage in cash, check, 
money order, or stamps for a dip into our wondrous zine 
exchange. No need to bother with sending huge SASEs through 
the mail. In a few weeks after sending in your money, you’ll get 
an envelope stuffed with over two pounds of zines (that’s about 
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30 zines). This is prime stuff here, the actual zines you’ve seen 
reviewed in this here magazine. Feel free to request specific 
categories but there are no promises. 

Remember even though you’re paying money for postage 
this is still a zine exchange. So please pass them on to someone 
else when you’re done reading them. You must be a F5 friend 
to make use of this service and please send your request to the 
F5 main business office at P.O. Box 170099, San Francisco, CA 
94117. 

I have three back issues available for $6 each: #45 (by 
Hudson Luce), and #46 & #47 (both by me). I won’t be offering 
free subscriptions to prisoners. Prisoners can pay in stamps at 
the rate of one stamp book per issue. That’s one book of ten 29C 
stamps for each issue requested. 

If you were a subscriber to the earlier incarnations of 
Factsheet Five please take this time to enhance your subscription 
status. Two options will insure uninterrupted delivery of F5.

ZINE PUBLISHER’S RESOURCE GUIDE 

The Zine Publisher’s Resource Guide is a 28 page booklet 
listing over 175 print shops, magazine stores, and distributors 
that are zine friendly. You get rates, contacts, references, and 
all the latest dirt on industry people around the country. Useful 
for finding everything from cheap xerox the best national 
distribution network. 

The guide is now available to all readers of Factsheet Five for 
the nominal charge of $3 (cash please). All inaugural subscrib¬ 
ers used to get the guide free but I’ve had to change that policy. 
F5 Friend subscribers still get it for free but Regular subscribers 
need to pay the extra $3 to get their own copy. 

You are encouraged to send me information and comments 
for the guide. It might be a good idea to see what’s already in 
it before you send me additional information but I’m always on 
the lookout for more “zine friendly” industry types. All 
comments will be reprinted anonymously so you don’t have to 
worry about any backlash from your neighborhood zine store. 


SENDING STUFF FOR REVIEW 

Here’s the instructions: Please enclose a separate card 
clearly stating the sample price, the subscription price and how 
many issues they get for a sub. Also print the ordering address, 
the check endorsement name, the ISSN number, your trade 
policy, your advertising policy, your submission policy, your 
back issue policy, and if you review zines, books, videos, 
comics, or records. Also list if you require age statements, if 
you print reader letters, if you offer free prisoner subs, and the 
page count so we don’t have to do it. 

It’s a really good idea to staple this card to the inside front 
cover of your zine, so it doesn’t get lost. Envelopes get tossed, 
so don’t write anything important on the outside of the envelope. 
You also can write down your telephone number, fax number, 
e-mail address, and press run. I won’t be printing these but they 
may be needed by me or other industry types. 

Feel free to request category placement or short descriptions. 
I may not use what you suggest but it’s worth a try, isn’t it? All 
category placements and reviews are at OUR discretion. If you 
don’t agree with our policies then don’t send us your stuff. 

If you want me to check out your zine but don’t want me to 
print a review (for whatever reason) that’s cool too. But please 
write it clearly on the cover of your zine so there ’ s no conhision. 

Not every issue of every zine gets reviewed. Sometimes 
we’ll review different issues. Sometimes different people will 
review the same issue. Generally we review the latest issue 
we’ve received up to our deadline. ~~ * 

We don’t review all “one-shots” and books, just the ones we 
really like. We rarely review any books that are more than a year 
old so please don’t send us everything you currently have in 
print, just the newest ones. Catalogs and “stuff” gets the same 
treatment. I’ve reviewed about 10 % of the catalogs received and 
100 % of the “stuff. ” (So far I’ve gotten some really cool stuff.) 

The free trade policy is currently on hold. I’m trying to keep 
this project afloat and simply don’t have the money. 

Publications reviewed will receive a confirmation postcard 
in the mail, containing a reprint of the review as it appears in 
F5. Zine publishers are encouraged to subscribe so they can 
keep up with the industry. 

The next issue will feature our new music review section. It’s 
not gonna be a demo tape free-for-all. We’re only going to 
review stuff we like, so there’s no guarantee that your latest 
single will get a mention. But if you just put together a hot new 
CD, please send us a copy. If it gets our toes a’tappin’ and our 
heads a’pumpin’ we’ll give it a nice long review. In case you 
haven’t figured out what music we like here’s a tip: Industrial, 
Techno, House, Rap, Funk, Grunge, Spoken Word, Modem 
Jazz, and Avant-garde. 

WHERE TO SEND STUFF 

This one’s kinda tricky. There are two addresses for Fact- 
sheet Five and several addresses for our co-conspirators. 

This first one is the Factsheet Five home base. It’s the place 
to send all subscription requests, donations, submissions, art, ad 
copy, complaints, hate mail, and zines to be reviewed. I like 
humor zines, comics, art, personal zines, sex zines, food zines, 
work zines, travel, obsessions, community , eco, peace, leftist, 
anarchy, politics, news, music, catalogs, videos, and anything 
else.

Feel free to tell us what you think of F5. I don’t usually 
personally respond to each letter but including a SASE almost 
guarantees you a response. We especially like to find out when 
F5 or zines are mentioned in the mainstream media. If you come 
across an article about F5, I’d appreciate it if you’d clip it for 
me. 

F5 will also foward your fam mail to any artist, cartoonist, 
or writer whose work has graced these pages. Simply seal your 
message in a stamped envelope, attach a note, and shove the 
whole thing in another envelope to me and I’ll foward it. 

SUBMISSIONS 

Please send us art and illustrations. I like humorous single or 
multi-paneled cartoons. Check these pages for ideas that you 
think might appeal to me. I’m less likely to print spot illustra¬ 
tions but let’s see what you’ve got. I’m particularly interested 
in getting a bunch of Factsheet Five ads together. Just make sure 
you’ve got the address and prices right and then you’re on your 
own. If you have an idea for a cover illustration you may want 
to submit a rough sketch first. 

I’m still looking for additional reviewers but I have very 
strict requirements. You must have an IBM PC compatible 
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computer, at least a 286, with 640K RAM minimum and a hard 
drive. You must write the reviews using our special zine review 
software. Be prepared to spend a sizable amount of time writing 
reviews before deadline. If you are interested, please send me 
at least 10 zine reviews that you’ve written, on an IBM 
formatted disk in plain ASCII or WordPerfect format. Be 
prepared to demonstrate a commitment to reviewing before I’ll 
regularly foward zines for you to review. 

I’m also looking for columnists and freelance writers. Be 
aware that I’m looking for very specific material. I want stuff 
on DTP, printing, publishing, alternative media, technology, 
mail art, anything that’s zine-related. Send me a sample of your 
writing along with some new ideas, or just send me completed 
material. Space is at a premium now so I’m very selective. 

Unfortunately we can’t pay our contributors at this time. All 
contributors will receive two consecutive issues for each issue 
their work appears in. Please include your phone number with 
your submission so I’m able to contact you if necessary. It’s not 
necessary to include an SASE as I don’t really have the time to 
send out personal acceptance/rejection letters. I like to keep all 
stuff on file so it’s available at production time. Receipt of 
contributor’s copy is acknowledgement of use. 

If you’re a struggling writer, submitting stuff to zines is a 
great way to start. I should know, that’s how I started. But don’t 
expect to get rich and famous (at least not overnight). Check 
these pages for zines that explicitly state their desire for 
submissions. Don’t send too much poetry, most zines are 
flooded with the stuff. You’re not going to get paid that well 
either, just expect a copy or two as payment. It’s also a good idea 
to enclose an SASE to get a reply from the publisher. 

FACTSHEET FIVE - ELECTRIC 

Much of the information printed in this magazine is available 
on free on-line computer networking systems. Jerod is handling 
this; you can reach him at jerod23@well.sf.ca.us. This is what 
he’s got to say about it: 

The files that comprise Factsheet Five - Electric are available 
for online reading or downloading either via anonymous ftp at 
uglymouse.css.itd.umich.edu in /Pub/Factsheet.Five or via a 
gopher client with gopher gopher.well.sf.ca.us Ask your 
friendly system administrator for details on how to use ftp or 
gopher. Most sites on the Internet support ftp and many support 
gopher. 

The files are also available through email. For some people, 
especially those of you on FidoNet, CompuServe, America 
Online and other services with email-only gateways to The 
Internet, an email subscription is the only way to get the files. 
Just email me and I’ll subscribe you. I usually send out all the 
reviews Lori Higa and I did from the current issue and all the 
reviews Seth and other reviewers did from the prior issue just 
before the current issue goes to press. Reviews from Larry- 
bob, Luigi-Bob, Maximum RockNRoll, Second Guess, Fucktooth 
and other zine reviewers on the ‘Net are sent out to the 
subscribers as they come in. 

Although an “issue” of Factsheet Five - Electric is mailed as 
many discrete files, there are still many mailer daemons who 
puke at the large files, so if you subscribe and don’t receive 
anything, this might be the case. You’re stuck with ftp, gopher 
or the print version. Sorry. 

If you have access to Usenet news feeds, you might want to 
check out alt. zines where zinesters of all persuasions flame and 
hype. Much riot grrrl traffic has been going out over the ‘Net. 


THE ZINE EXCHANGE 

Jerod is also running the traditional zine exchange for zine 
publishers. This is what he has to say about that: Now we don’t 
have a hell of a lot of room for zines, so here’s the deal: Along 
with your zine, send an SASE, the bigger and more postage- 
packed the better. $2.90 of postage gets you 2 pounds of zines. 
And we’ll send you some of the zines we get. That’s right, not 
only will we review them, but we’re doing a zine exchange. 
Don’t ask for specific titles, as you won’t get them. Types of 
zines can be requested, but are subject to availability and what 
has been reviewed when we get your envelope and what is on 
the top of the pile of zines that have been reviewed. So it’s pretty 
random. We’re doing this to keep alive the tradition of 
exchange and cross-fertilization that Mike started. Since you’re 
not getting F5 back in trade, we feel that you should have the 
opportunity to get something back. 

A couple of notes on the zine exchange. Please don’t send 
an envelope with metered postage on it, as the Post Office 
doesn’t always deliver those. Also, don’t send us more than two 
or three copies of your zine, we’ve got just enough space to deal 
with all of this stuff. And just send us your zine for exchange. 
If you have other peoples ’ zines that you ’ d like to trade in, check 
out some of the other zine exchanges that are happening. 

Several others are also running zine exchanges. The rules are 
simple. Send zines and a stamped envelope, get zines back. 
What you get depends upon what you send. Remember the 
magic number here is $2.90. That’ll get you two pound&of stuff, 
anything less is hardly worth the trouble. And please pass them 
on when you’re done with them.

WHAT DOES IT ALL MEAN 

“Don’t mean sheeeit” as Mr. Natural would say — but the 
reviews do have some hidden meanings. That first big group of 
words is the title. After the title there also might be a subtitle for 
the publication. I don’t write them but they sometimes tell you 
what the zine is all about. 

We’re now indicating zines that are new to us here at 
Factsheet Five. Any zines reviewed for the first time is indicated 
with dots next to the title. All you jaded zinesters can now skip 
right to the new stuff. 

At the very beginning of the review I list any issue numbers 
or dates that indicate when it was published. Reviews vary in 
length from one line to those monster reviews that Jerod loves 
to write. How do you know what’s good? Check the length of 
the review. In general, the more we say about a zine the more 
we like it. 

After the review I list the zine statistics: Whether or not they 
like to trade zines, accept submissions, review other stuff, or 
accept advertising. 

I hope you find the folowing information a useful shortcut to 
getting through these pages: 

There are often two prices, one for sample copies and one for 
subscriptions. When listing sub prices I list the number of copies 
that you might expect to get for your $$$. Be forewarned that 
prices may change. 

After die address, enclosed in those little brackets are the 
page count, zine size, production quality, and reviewer. 

You should always check the page count and size before 
ordering zines. I’m not going to tell you if it’s a good deal or not, 
you’re going to have to decide that for yourself.

Zine production: This has NOTHING to do with content, it’s 
simply our analysis of how “raw” or “polished” a publication 
looks. This is simply another way of helping you decide what 
to get. I prefer a more amateur look but many people prefer 
slicker looking magazines. These are the terms and what they 
mean.

We’ve got lots of different people reviewing zines here. 
Jerod (JP) and I (RSF) do the bulk of the material in the main 
sections. Larry-Bob (LR) does most of the stuff in Queer and 
Luigi-Bob Drake (LBD) does most of the poetry. Check the 
masthead for additional reviewers.

correct math). If you really like what I say about a zine and """ 
there’s only a subscription price listed, then order a sub. And 
don’t forget to tell ‘em I sent ya. 

If I list two different prices separated by a slash that means 
the first price was suggested by the publisher (like “free”) and 
the second price was suggested by me (like “$1”). 

Canadians and some Brits, generally don’t mind receiving 
U.S. funds in cash. ForCanada, it is generally safe to sendUS$l 
for each C$1 in prices; the exchange rate is usually high enough 
to cover postage. For Great Britain, US$2 for each £1 similarly 
allows for postage even after covering the exchange. I’ve tried 
to list the prices in US$ for overseas shipping for European 
publications but I’m not perfect. If you don’t live in the States 
and you want to order something from outside the U. S., then it’s 
a good idea to write first to get the current prices for your part 
of the world. 

S ASE doesn’t mean a little 3x5 envelope with a single stamp 
on it. Please check the magazine size and number of pages. Four 
sheet (8 pages) are about loz. Send the correct sized envelope 
and put enough postage on it to hold the zine. Remember, it’s 
one stamp for each ounce. 

“Age Statement” means that you should send a signed 
statement saying that you’re over 18 (or over 21) to help the 
publisher avoid legal hassles associated with distributing sexu¬ 
ally explicit materials. In fact, it’s a good idea to include an age 
statement for any zine that might contain blunt writing or 
explicit pictures whether we mentionit indie review or not. This 
is particularly true for the “Sex” section or the “Queer” section. 

“The Usual” refers to the traditional method of obtaining 
zines without sullying oneself with cash. Generally this includes 
trading other zines, writing intelligent letters, contributing 


Please send cash! I know everyone tells 
you not to not to send cash through the mail 
but we’re talkin’ just a few bucks here. If 
you’re ordering a $20 subscription from 
someone then send a check but for a buck or 
two, c’mon. Many zine publishers don’thave 
separate bank accounts set up for their zines. 
You don’t know how frustrating it is to return 
a stack of $1 checks because they’re made out 
to your zine. The only thing checks do is to let 
our government know how we spend out 
money. 

In general, cash is preferable to money 
orders, which is preferable to checks. If you 
send cash please wrap it carefully. I’ve rarely 
had problems with cash but I’ve had massive 
problems with inaccurate checks. Sending 
coins really sucks. If the price listed isn’t a 
round number then round it up the nearest 
buck, postage is expensive these days. 

If you do send checks: At the end of each 
review, after the prices, you’ll find the ad¬ 
dress. If there’s a person’s name listed there 
too then checks should be made out to that 
person. If there’s a publishing house then the 
checks should be made out to it. Got it? 

If there’s a single issue price listed then 
you’re invited to order a sample issue. If 
there’s a subscription price listing the number 
of issues you’d expect to receive then you 
may be able to order a sample (if you do the 
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articles, or contributing art. These days $2 or $3 is often 
accepted as the equivalent. 

Please mention Factsheet Five when writing to anyone you 
saw reviewed or advertised here. Publishers like to know where 
you heard about them so theyT1 be able to manage things better. 
Advertisers like to know that people see their ads, so they’ll 
continue advertising (and I can continue printing). It helps us all 
in the long run, as the more credibility we build up, the more 
fine zines we’ll be able to bring to your attention. 

If you have the time, any publisher enjoys hearing comments 
on the zine they’ve sent you. Sending a personal greeting along 
with your order saying why you decided to order their publica¬ 
tion will also help. Publishing zines is a hard, lonely business 
and even a simple note of thanks will really make someone’s 
day. Enclosing an SASE almost guarantees you a personal reply 
directly from the publisher (even from Factsheet Five’s pub¬ 
lisher). So order some zines and make some new friends. 

Many zine publishers print small quantities, so you may not 
be able to get the exact issue that was reviewed here. I tried to 
list if there’s a stock of back issues available in which case you 
have a greater chance of getting a particular issue. If you really 
want that particular issue, state clearly in your request the issue 
number and date, otherwise, simply request the most recent or 
next issue. 

Please! Print your name and address clearly on your request 
letter or enclose a card with your payment. Envelopes often get 
lost and return addresses along with them. Stapling the cash to 
the letter isn’t such a bad idea either. 

Many zine publishers are willing to exchange their zine for 
yours. And if you don’t publish one, whacha waitin’ for? I’ve 
tried to specifically state if publishers enjoy trading zines. 
People also like to trade similarly priced and similarly oriented 
zines. Music zinesters like to read music zines while sfans like 
to get other sfanzines. And remember, publishers are under no 
obligation to respond to unsolicited zines, so if you can’t afford 
to give away the copy, don’t send it.

I put this whole thing together using my new baby, 433DX. 
It’s a 486, running at 33MHz, with 8Megs, 200MB, & SVGA. 
The reviews were entered into a database system developed 
under Foxpro 2.0, then dumped into WordPerfect 5.1, edited, 
and then imported into PageMaker 4.0 under Windows 3.1. 
Masters were done with a 600 dpi HP-4M in CG Times. Love 
the Foxpro & WordPerfect but hate the PageMaker — but 
whacha gonna do. 

Printing was done by Alonzo Press in Hayward, CA using 
100% soy inks on 100% post-consumer inside newsprint stock. 
Post-consumer is the key word here. The trick to a successful 
worldwide recycling campaign it to create a demand for 
recycled papers. Re-use, recycle, do it!

Fiction was also a 
strong component in both short and longer form. With some art/lit criticism 
(Kirby Olson on the Marquis de Sade was exceptional), some collages and 
clipped graphics, it is beautifully laid out, kind of a cross between old faves 
Kayak and Gargoyle.

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A USER’S 
GUIDE TO 
U.S. MAIL 


Forget what John Marr says, postal workers are your 
friends. Sure they carry around a few automatic weapons and 
aren’t afraid to use them. But if you befriend them they become 
kind, generous, and downright helpful in getting your 
zine moved around the world. 

Everyone uses the postal system but zine publishers 
are a special case. Their biggest expense (and sometimes 
their only expense) is postage. Efficient use of the U.S. 

Postal System is crucial for keeping costs down and 
sending things quickly. 

The 29C first class letter is the best deal in town. 

People complain that the price of mailing a letter is so high these 
days but look at it this way: you can send a message and assorted 
flotsam 3,000 miles in just a few days, all for the cost of two 
cigarettes or half the price of a 
newspaper. That’s fuckin’ amaz¬ 
ing. 

Years ago when I had more 
spare time I sent many more per¬ 
sonal letters then I do today. I 
would stuff the envelope to capac¬ 
ity (of one 29C stamp) with as¬ 
sorted essays that I’ve written and things I’d read. I figured that 
since I was sending a message anyway I wanted to give it 
maximum impact. 

The important thing to remember is that one 29C stamp will 
deliver one full ounce of mail. That’s approximately one #10 
business sized envelope stuffed with four sheets of 
paper. That’s a lot of stuff. 

The apparent value drops off significantly when the 
weight increases past a single ounce. You need 23 C in 
additional postage for each ounce over the first. So two 
ounces require 290 + 23 C or 52C, and three ounces 
require 29C + 23C + 230 or 750. So a slight increase 
in the weight can easily double or even triple the 
postage. This is why so may zine publishers opt for self mailers: 

zines that can be sent through the mail without an envelope. 
By reserving space on the back cover for a destination address, 
a return address, and a stamp, the zine can simply be taped 
closed {taped, not stapled) and dropped in the mail without an 
envelope. This will save the cost of 
the envelope (not to mention the 
trees cut down to make it) and the 
additional postage weight. 

The postal people have some rec¬ 
ommendations for self-mailing book¬ 
lets: minimum 20 pound paper; 
folded spine on the bottom, parallel 
to the address; and two sticky tabs, one near each comer at the 
top. I also like to use a thicker cover stock to prevent damage 
in transit. 

Postcards are the rock-bottom cheap way of sending your 
message. I even get a few “zines” that are simply fancy printed 
postcards. But overall, I wouldn’t recommend them. You can’t 


attach anything to them (like cash, checks, or SASEs), the 
message space is very small, and they just don’t make a big 
impact. The only time they are really useful is when you need 
to send a short message to many people. 

At the expensive end of the postal spectrum is “Two Day 
Priority Mail.” But don’t believe the hype, it’sjustafancy word 
for “first class mail.” When you ask diem in confidence how 
long things take they’ll confess that the two day delivery is not 
guaranteed. All first class mail has a basic two day delivery 
schedule. So don’t take a flat, lightweight message and slap 
$2.90 on it. It’s not gonna get there any faster then your basic 
first class letter. 

Some people do find some aspects of it useful. Some people 
believe the Priority envelopes or 
the Priority stickers demand atten¬ 
tion. Even AT&T sent me a promo¬ 
tional mailing in a $2.90 priority 
envelope that could have been sent 
for less then 29C with no reduction 
in delivery service. 

So what’s Priority Mail? Any¬ 
thing sent first class weighing over 11 ounces. Once you go over 
11 ounces — bang - it’s $2.90. Then you’re paying the same 
amount all the way up to two pounds. It’s that 11 ounce mark 
that’s really gonna kill you. At that point you’re paying the 
most for the least amount of service. Stay away from it. 

The best part about Priority Mail is those cool card¬ 
board mailers. Why are they so good? Because you don’t 
have to weigh them. That means if you go over two pounds 
you don’t have to pay any extra for it. And believe me, 
I’ve gone over two pounds with ‘em. I think I’ve stuffed 
almost four pounds of stuff into ‘em. (If you don’t believe 
me just send off for the Quick’n’Easy Zine Exchange.) Simply 
put a bit of tape on the corners or over the flap and it’ll hold 
together just fine. It’s the deal of the month, from your friends 
at the Post Office. 

So pick up a bunch of Priority Flat Rate Envelopes and a 
bunch of $2.90 stamps and go crazy. 
If you got something heavy to send, 
stuff it in a cardboard Priority Enve¬ 
lope. 

Try to keep your regular mailings 
under an ounce and stay away from 
that 6-14 ounce danger zone. Use 
self mailers for maximum efficiency. 

So stop fighting with the post office and start working with 
them. You’d be surprised how helpful they can be. They even 
have these nifty booklets available. Like Notice 221, Address¬ 
ing for Success. It has everything you need to know to get your 
zine zipping through the mail. Serious information junkies 
should get Publication 25, Designing Business Letter 
Mail: 54 pages explaining everything even those strange 
stripes printed under the address on envelopes. 

These and other goodies are all available from your 
local postal people. There might even be a postal 
business center in your town. It’s not a post office, it’s 
more like a help desk for postal questions. That’s 
usually where they hide all the super-friendly postal 
employees. Make friends with them and they’ll become the 
nicest people you’ll do business with. 

Next time I’m gonna talk about alternatives to first class mail: 
second class, third class, book rate, and the mysterious third 
class bulk mail rate.

Contrary to popular opinion, not all distributors 
are evil money grubbing scum. Distribution is a 
difficult job that often requires mediating between the 
diverse needs of both publishers and retailers. Always 
in the middle, a typical distributor’s day resembles that 
of a fire fighter in a fun house: as the floor shifts in 
every direction, one must aim the hose and put out one 
of the hundred daily brush fires. I work in distribution 
and I’m also a former zine publisher. Having fought 
wars for both sides, I wish to offer a little insight and 
advise to any would-be small publisher seeking broader 
circulation. 

While distribution offers many opportunities for 
publishers, it’s filled with harsh realities. One such 
reality is cover returns. Retailers and distributors only 
pay for magazines sold, and return covers of the unsold 
copies for credit. 99% of distribution is done this way. 
Yes it’s stupid and wasteful, but for reasons of conve¬ 
nience, and the high cost of shipping, most retailers 
will only take magazines with cover return privileges. 
I know the thought of destroying ypur baby-the zine, 
with your heart and soul-can be devastating (I had to 
sacrifice many copies of my beloved zines to the 
distribution gods), but it’s the reality of the business. A 
few ways to absorb the cost of returns: get advertising, 
get a grant, learn some business skills, get an invest¬ 
ment, or get a job at Kinko’s. 

Also: Beware of mega-orders for your zine 
before you’ve had the chance to test the market. You 
pay the printer (or become a skillful pirate), so what 
ever doesn’t sell, you’re stuck with. This is com¬ 
pounded by the fact that distributors don’t normally pay 
until they receive the following issue. Not only could 
you eat a large amount of returns, but you may not find 
out until after you’ve done your second high print run. 

If your are interested in distribution, you need 
to understand this: Placing a magazine on a newsstand 
does not mean its going to sell. There is nothing 
magical about selling zines, and it pretty much boils 
down to marketing. Although an ugly, horrifying 
capitalist concept-marketing is the only way to sell 
magazines on a crowded magazine rack. There are 
thousands of zines out there, thanks to great publica¬ 
tions like this and desktop publishing, but limited 
amounts of dinero to sustain every kitchen table press. 
Your zine does not have to be a marketing monster, sell 
out, or be super-slick to sell. But there are a few things 
you can do to justify the expense of printing a large 
number of zines without loosing your shirt. These 
simple steps should demystify “marketing” and make 
your zine salable on the newsstand: 


• Have an original idea! There are lots of clones out there, 
so make sure you have something unique (but don’t be 
afraid to emulate your favorite zine). 

• Try to use a full size (8 V 2 x 11) format to avoid theft at 
the newsstand and to improve visibility with competing 
titles. 

• Avoid using dates on the cover if you publish irregularly. 
Newsstand managers often pull zines off their rack be¬ 
cause of an old date, even if it’s the current issue. 

• Use some kind of high resolution graphic and/or a color on 
the masthead and cover. Red always seems to improve 
sales. 

• Always place the masthead on the top, and try to place it 
in the upper-left corner. When rack space is at a premium, 
magazines get stacked to the right. 

• Use a one-line descriptive subtitle on the masthead and 
cover. Chances are, if you can’t summarize your magazine 
with one sentence, you have very little chance of attracting 
any interested buyers. 

• If you have a literary or poetry zine, include lots of original 
graphics! 

• If you have a newsletter, try to keep the price down to what 
is a reasonable newsstand price ($1.50-3.50, but prefer¬ 
ably $2.00). Make sure you do not charge less than what 
you charge subscribers! 

• Try to avoid any regional identification. With national 
distribution, like two-tiered prices (i.e., $2.00 in New 
York, $3.00 outside), or something that has only regional 
appeal, will kill sales. 

• Try to use cost effective printing. Photocopying for any 
high volume will be too expensive. Try a glossy color 
cover with newsprint for the inside (like Factsheet Five). 

• If you take these simple, painless steps when planning your 
next project, you should be able to splash your views across 
the country without going broke.
